Dear Mr. Chairman: 

In response to your subcommittee's request for information on 
programs in the federal government that have a significant 
occupational training component^ we are providing data on 45 
programs. These programs span six departments — the 
Departments of Labor ^ Education, Health and Human Services, 
Veterans Affairs, Agriculture, and Transportation. 

We obtained much of the information on programs from the 
Office of Management and Budget's 1988 Catalogue of Feaeral 
Domestic Assistance , with updates developed through 
conversations with knowledgeable uepartment officials. These 
officials also informed us about programs initiated in the 
past 2 years. Finally, we obtained data from the 1990 budget 
requests of each of the six departments. While we were 
unable to verify all of the data, we took measures to ensure 
their accuracy. 

The 45 programs with a significant skill training component 
have total fiscal year 1989 funding of $16.7 billion, 
although several of the programs include significant funding 
for other activities. The fiscal year 1990 budget requests 
$16.3 billion for 38 of these programs; there is no budget 
request for the other / programs. The Department of Labor 
operates 9 programs with fiscal year 1989 funding of $3.8 
billion, most of them under the Job Training Partnership Act. 
The Department of Education operates the most programs, 21 , 
with fiscal year 1989 funding of about $11.1 billion. 

The accompanying materials include (1) figures depicting the 
number of programs and appropriations for fiscal years 1989 
and 1990 for training for the non-cdllege-bound; (2) six 
summary tables listing the programs, their total funding, and 
the estimated number of participants for fiscal years 1989 and 
1990, by department; (3) a table listing those programs for 
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which no funding is requested for fiscal year 1990; and (4) a 
listing of the prograiKS^ including brief program descriptions ^ 
the programs' authorizing legislation^ the appropriations for 
fiscal year 1989^ and the funding request for fiscal year 



Where we could readily obtain the necessary information^ we 
provide an estimate of the amount of funding under each 
program directed at non-college-bound participants. This 
affects five programs in the Department of Education and five 
of the seven programs in the Department of Veterans Affairs ^ 
where only a fraction of the funds go to skill training for 
non-college-bound participants. According to Department of 
Education officials^ the percentage of program funds estimated 
as going to non-college-bound occupational skill training are: 
Pell Grants^ 25 percent; Higher Education hc> Insured Loans^ 
36 percent; Supplemental Education Opportunity Grants^ 13 
percent; Rehabilitation Services-Basic State Grants^ 15 
percent; and Postsecondary Programs for Handicapped Persons^ 
25 percent. In the Department of Veterans Affairs^ about 14 
percent of the funds for the seven training programs are for 
non-college-bound participants^ according to department 
officials. 

The information on txraining programs for non-college-bound 
participants is depicted in three figures showing (1) fiscal 
year 1990 funding requests for skill training programs^ by 
department; (2) the number of training programs for fiscal 
years 1989 and 1990^ by department; and (3) fiscal years 1989 
and 1990 appropriations for training programs^ by department. 
Total funding for such participants in the Departments of 
Labor ^ Education^ Health and Human Services^ and Veterans 
Affairs is about $8.3 billion.
